
FISK COAT’S AMKKICAX DERBY. 



Woodford & Buckner’s colt Pink Coat won the 
twelfth American Derby, worth $9,22o net to his 
owners and skillful trainer Pat Dunne, at 
Washington Park yesterday. 2.5,000 people saw 
the colt capture the rich stake. W. Martin’s 
skill, more than Pink Coat’s equine superiority, 
was the cause of the victory. The speed of Pink 
Coat was applied at just the right time and was 
strong enough to land the prize by a few inches. 
Martin’s horsemanship was the feature of the 
race. Our figures show how the horses raced 
for the prize. Martin became a strategist down 
the back stretch. At the half mile ground he 
jnoved up his colt and in his advance sharply 
interfered with Isabey. The latter in turn 
bumped into Warrenton. This incident may 
have affected the result. As it was. Pink Coat 
showed himself to be a colt of quality. 

The heavy thunderstorm of Friday night set- 
tled the dust, cleared the atmosphere and did 
not spoil the Derby. After the rain subsided a 
strong wind sprang up, and that and a bright 
sun did much to remove the effects of the 
drenching the track had received. 

The first race fell to Macy with little effort. 
He took the track in the first quarter and held 
it to the end. The Devil was characteristically 
hot on his trail along the backstretch and 
around the upper turns, but failed at the end. 
Mr. Schorr did not back his horse. He feared 
the going. The public considered Macy the 
good thing that he was. 

Scratched out of the Derby to start in the 
second race, Traverser was an odds on favorite 
for the second race. Ben Hadad outfooted him 
in smart fashion. 

Hugh Penny was in a soft spot in the fourth 
race and won all the way. 

Jinks won the last race by great flight of 
speed through the stretch. She is a smart filly. 

The tabled history of the American Derby is 
as follows : 



“Buck” Franklin, who trains the Baker & 
Gentry stable, arrived at Washington Park 
Saturday morning with Uarda and Dan Rice. 
After studying the weights in the Latonia Oaks 
the owners decided not to start Uarda, so Mr. 
Franklin started for Chicago a day earlier than 
he expected. 

Eugene Leigh got back from New York Satur- 
day morning. He attended the sales and races 
there and of them said : “Racing is in flourish- 
ing condition around New York. There is a 
lively interest and the demand for good horses 
and good looking yearlings was never better. 
The sales reminded me of flush times. When- 
ever a good looking yearling was brought into 
the ring buyers went after him as if money grew 
on trees. As for racehorses, there is only one in 
training. When Hamburg is around, the others 
are selling platers. I saw him do the most 
wonderful thing a horse ever did. He jumped 
off with the track and nearly broke my watch. 
He went the quarter in :23, thre’e furlongs in 
:35, half mile in :47, five furlongs in :59i, three- 
quarters, pulling up— mind you— in 1:13. The 
seven furlongs was— walking in— run in i :27. Offi- 
cial timers did not agree with me, but I believe 
I am a pretty good timer. Hamburg is the only 
racehorse in the world. No matter what Mad- 
den got for him he didn’t get half enough. 

THE NEW BETTING SYSTEM. 

The eastern system of betting, or rather a 
modified ft*rm of it, was in operation at Wash- 
ington Park yesterday. Thirty -one bookmakers 
did business in the ring and field books were 
ple?itiful. Stands were occupied and slates 
were up, but two slates were used to 
I enlighten those who wished to invest. 
The slates over the box had fastened on 
them, as usual, cards giving the names 
of the starters together with weights and riders. 
On “the block” alongside of each b(jokmaker 
stood an assistant, who either held in his hands 
or had fastened to his vest a small slate on 
which was a small card giving starters, weights 
and jockeys, and having odds marked on the 
margin of the slate opposite the names of the 
starters. No odds were quoted by the book-

J. H. Woodford, of the firm of Woodford & 
Buckner, was present to see Pink Coat win the 
Derby. He came up from Kentucky to see the 
colt run. The condition of the track did not 
please him for he feared that the colt would 
not be able to handle the weight in the heavy 
going. Neither he nor Pat Dunne would 
venture an opinion as to what the colt could do 
in mud. The rapidity with which the track 
dried was pleasing to both. When it was sug- 
gested that Leonatus could run in the mud, 
Mr. Buckner remarked: “Leonatus outclassed 

his company so much that nobody could tell 
^whether he could run in the mud or not.’’ After 
^the race, while Pat Dunne was receiving con- 
gratulations, Bob Smith recalled Pink Coat’s 
race at Harlem, saying: “Just before the 

horses ■went to the post I said to Pat, It looks 
as if Donna Rita had this lot cinched,’ and Pat 
answered, ‘I don’t know. I have a fair horse 
in here myself.’ I should think he had.’ Pat 
was of course pleased to see the colt he had 
trained win, although wearing the colors of 
another. Mr. Buckner was jubilant. Pink 
Coat was bred by Woodft#rd & Buckner, who 
own his dam. His sire died at the farm, June 1>. 



maker. Whenever a bet was accepted the book- 
maker handed a numbered ticket to the cus- 
tomer and then called the bet and the number 
of the ticket. While the bookmaker’s clerk 
made a note of the bet and the number of the 
ticket given to the maker of the bet, the latter 
generally recorded his wager on the back of the 
ticket or a memorandum book. Whenever a 
man won a bet he handed his ticket 
to the bookmaker’s cashier, who promptly 
cashed it. In this way betting progressed 
smoothly, and some heavy transactions oc- 
curred. Some bookmakers did considerable 
business with well-known customers on credit. 
Among those doing business were William Riley 
Gus Bluhm, Charles Smith, Budd White, Max 
Blumenthal, Leo Mayer and Riley Qrannan.
